John Chism was a new comer to 
tile* territory of New Mexico but not 
to the cattle industry. He had start- 
( I in the cattle business while in 
East. Ti. xas back in 1854. Here for 
three consecutive years he had 
ti died his herds to Shreveport, Lo­ 
rd ar a and seen them shipped by 
steamboat to market. 
But 
more 
grazing room was needed and for 
the past four years 
Chisum 
had 
turned his extensive herd of long­ 
horns loose on the open range of 
the West Texas Concho country; he 
was conceeded as being 
the 
first 
cattleman in that region. 
He is said to have left the Concho 
country to R. F. Tankersley, a dis­ 
tant neighbor since 1864, when he 
decided to move closer to market at 
Fort Sumner. 
His trail led west 
from the lush regions of the Con­ 
cho River, htrough the lands of the 
mesquite and pear trees south of the 
Llano Estacado, 
and 
on to 
the 
Horsehead Crossing of the Pecos, 
before it swrung northward. 
But the railroaders were pushing 
westward, and two years after his 
final move Chisum was driving cat­ 
tle to Abilene and then Dodge City, 
Kansas, as well as west to Tuscon, 
Arizona and San Carlos Apache re­ 
servation also in Arizona, and to the 
Gila River. 
Never a season from 
now' on but that he had three or 
four herds on the move to different 
markets at the same time. 
And whether or not he was an 
originator of the famous old Chis­ 
um or Chisholm Trail that became 
a northern outlet for all of Texas 
rn its rearch for a cattle market, no 
one knows; but certainly he was 
closely associated with it and be­ 
came a persistent contributor.

business activity. 
The Bureau’s index declined very 
slightly during September, but the 
dip was not enough to be considered 
a significant change from the Aug­ 
ust level. 
Adjustment for seasonal 
variation has removed from the 
data the effect cf the traditional 
“summer slump,’’ which is particu­ 
larly n.'fineable in retail trade. 
Practically all of the setback in 
the composite index of Texas busi- 
nt ss activity was a result of tile 
compisite index of Texas business 
activity was a result of the setback 
of th eseven per cent drop in de- 
par tn.tn t and apparel store sales. 
Cruderuns to s'ills, electric power 
consumption, 
freight 
carloadings 
and employment all registered ad­ 
vances, while the pay roll index de­ 
clined fractional. 
Farm income continued to lend 
heavy support to the situation, with 
the total of cash income for the 
sale of farm products estimated by 
the Bureau to be $221,029,000 in the 
month of September for a 64 per 
cent hike over September 1946 in­ 
take. 
With the continued demand 
for relief abroad added to the de­ 
mand at home created by the high 
level of income, the prices of farm 
nroducts show no sign of dropping 
from their present high levels.

to good telephone service 


Telephoning is easy. But more depends on the user than people realize. 
W hat you do when making or receiving a call often has a lot to do with 
how satisfactory that call is. Here are ten suggestions: 


Before you call, make sure 
of the number. If you’re not 
sure of it, look in the tele­ 
phone directory, and thus 
avoid wrong numbers. 


2 , Give the called party time to answer. He or 
she may be some distance from the telephone. 
A minute isn’t too long. 
3)

Speak directly into the mouthpiece. 
About an inch between it and your 
lips is right for best results. 


Move the switch hook slowly up 
and down to recall or signal the 
operator. "Jiggling” the hook rapid­ 
ly often w on't cause a signal to 
come in and is useless. 


5» Replace the receiver carefully when you have 
finished talking. A receiver partly off the hook 
puts the whole line out of order. 


6 . Answer calls promptly. I t ’s courteous to do so 
and often keeps the caller from hanging up— 
thinking you’re not at home. 


7 . Identify yourself when you call or answer. 
Not everyone recognizes you by your voice. 
Telling who you are saves time and sometimes 
embarrassment. 


8. Space calls on party lines. 
If you have a series of calls to 
m ake, allow' a few m inutes 
between each one so others can 
use the line to call or be called. 


9 . Keep calls brief on party lines. Other folks on 
the line will appreciate your thoughtfulness and 
—•who knows—may follow your good example. 


Avoid calling in busy hours if 
possible. Switchboards are usu­ 
ally busiest during midmorning 
and late afternoon.

Joh n Chism was a new comer to 
the territory of New M exico but not 
to the c it tie industry. He had s ta rt­ 
ed in th-' cattle business while in 
East Texas back in 1854. 
Here for 
three 
consecutive 
years 
he 
had 
t : died his herds to Shreveport, Lo- 
iw lara and seen them shipped by 
steam boat to m arket. 
B u t 
more 
grazing room was needed and for 
the past four years 
Chisum 
had 
turned his extensive herd of long­ 
horns loose on the open range of 
the W est T exas Concho country; he 
was conceeded as being 
the 
first 
cattlem an in th at region. 
He is said to have left the Concho 
country to R . F. Tankersley, a dis­ 
tant neighbor since 1864, when he 
decided to move closer to m arket at 
F ort Sum ner. 
His trail led west 
from the lush regions of the Con­ 
cho River, through the lands of the 
mesquite and pear trees south of the 
Llano Estacado, 
and 
on 
to 
th e 
Ilorsehead Crossing of the Pecos, 
before it swung northward. 
B u t the railroaders w'ere pushing 
westward, and two years after his 
final move Chisum was driving c a t­ 
tle to Abilene and then Dodge City, 
K ansas, as well as west to Tuscon, 
Arizona and San Carlos Apache re­ 
servation also in Arizona, and to the 
G ila River. 
Never a season from 
now on but th a t he had three or 
four herds on the move to d ifferent 
m arkets at th e same tim e. 
And w hether or not he was an 
originator of the fam ous old Chill­ 
um or Clnsholm T rail th a t becam e 
a northern outlet for all of Texas 
in its rearch for a cattle m arket, no 
one knows;

Telephoning is easy. B ut more depends on the user than people realize. 


W hat you do when making or receiving a call often has a lot to do with 


how satisfactory th at call is. Here are ten suggestions: 


Bcfoic you call, make aute 
of the number.

2 . Give the called party time to answer. He or 
she may be some distance from the telephone.

5 • Replace the receiver carefully when you have 
finished talking. A receiver partly off the hook 
puts the whole line out of order. 


6 . An»wei calls promptly. I t’s courteous to do so 
and often keeps the caller from hanging u p - 
thinking you’re not at home. 


7 . Identify yourself when you call or answer. 
Not everyone recognizes you by your voice. 
Telling who you are saves time and sometimes 
embarrassment. 


8 . Space calls on party lines. 
If you have a series of calls to 
m ake, allow a few minutes 
between each one so others can 
use the line to call or be called. 


9 . Keep calls brief on party lines. Other folks on 
the line will appreciate your thoughtfulness and 
—who knows—may follow your good example.

Ropey milk may look normal as it 
comes from the cow and usually the 
ropey condition is not apparent un­ 
til it has stood for several hours 
during which tme the types of bac- 
tera responsible for this condition 
have had a chance to multiply. Bac. 
teria causing this condition are us­ 
ually found In stagnant water, and 
the trouble is apt to occur when 
cows get out on pasture ami wallow 
in ponds or swampy places. 
Im­ 
proper sterilization or rinsing milk­ 
ing utensils with impure water may 
cause contamination. 
This trouble
